TENSION: 20 sts and 26 rows = 4 ins (10 cm) with 4^ mm needles in stocking st 



The instructions are written for size 4. Any 
changes necessary for sizes 6 and 8 are 
written in brackets thus: ( ). 

Note: The coloured design is worked by 
carrying yarn not in use loosely across 
wrong side of work but never over more 
than 3 sts. When it must pass over more 
than 3 sts, weave it over and under colour 
in use on next st or at centre point of sts it 
passes over. The colours are never twisted 
around one another. When changing 
colours, in order to prevent a hole, pass 
colour to be used underneath and around 
to right of colour just used. 

FRONT: With blue and 3i mm needles 
cast on 59 sts (6 -63 sts) (8 - 67 sts) 

1st row: (Right side). K1. ^P1 K1. Repeat
